Raps Nixon's 
War Policy

WASHINGTON 2AP) - Sen. 


J. W. Fulbright, with other 
Congressional doves not far be- 
hind, 
has 
come down hard 


against the Nixon admlnlstra« 
tlon's handling of the Vietnam 
conflict, 
thus 
ending seven 


weeks of grace allowed the 
President to formulate his war 
policies. 


In an interview, Fulbright 


broke the silence the war critics 
had imposed 
on themselves 


when Nixon took office to allow 
the new President time to try 
his hand whers President John* 
son had failed—to bring the 
fighting to a speedy end. 


But Fulbright said, as of now, 


he Is "extremely disappointed" 
in Nixon's handling of the war 
situation. 


The Arkansas Democrat, who 


heads the powerful Senate For- 
eign Relations Committee, said 
that as of the moment he even 
feels the United States bears 
"greater responsibility" than 
the enemy in not de-escalating 
the fighting. 


Following the bombing halt 


ordered last fall by President 
Johnson, Fulbright said, "It is 
my impression that we greatly 
increased our pacification pro- 
gram but did not take any other 
steps toward de-escalation." 


"Neither side de-escalated," 


he went on, but "we share the 
greater responsibility." 


And since Nixon succeeded 


Johnson Jan. 20, the handling of 
the war "hasn't progressed as I 
hoped it would," Fulbright said. 
"I'm not a bit happy about it." 


Fulbright said that he has 


asked his committee staff to 
prepare a study of the degree to 
which action by U.S. ground 
forces might have triggered the 
current enemy offensive. 


He did say President Nixon 


still has time to reverse what 
appears to him to be a "re-esca- 
lation of the war." 


Fulbright didn't make direct 


mention of it, but President Nix- 
on has been considering the pos- 
sibility of taking some sort of 
retaliatory action against North 
Vietnam because of the recent 
attacks

The test ban pact was ratified 


by virtually all countries except 
France and Red China. Those 
two went ahead with their own 
nuclear programs and also have 
refused to sip the nonprollfera- 
tion treaty. 


But there is a major differ- 


ence in the potential Impact of 
the two treaties which makes 
prospects for the new accord far 
more uncertain. 


In the test ban treaty, only the 


nuclear signers were limiting 
themselves In a practical way 
because they were the only trea- 
ty countries which had been 
conducting atomic tests. 


In signing the nonprolif eratlon 


treaty, the nuclear powers are 
just confirming their existing 
policies against putting atomic 
weapons In the hands of others. 
It Is the have-not countries who 
would be renouncing hopes for 
some day joining the nuclear 
club. 


Thus a significant group of 


nations with technical ability to 
build nuclear arsenals are still 
debating whether to sign the 
nonprolif e ration treaty.

clear nations must ratify. Since 
the treaty was presented to the 
world last July 1, a total of 87 
countries have signed and 10 
have ratified. 


A lopsided Senate vote of 83 to 


15 In favor of the treaty Thurs- 
day climaxed an eight month 
U.S. 
delay caused by interna- 


tional tensioas and domestic 
politics. 


President Johnson sent the 


treaty to the Senate last July 
with a call for prompt ratifica- 
tion. The Soviet invasion of 
Czechoslovakia in August in- 
duced many senators to go slow 
on the pact. President Nixon, 
then campaigning, favored a pe- 
riod of delay but resubmilted 
the treaty to the Senate after he 
took office. 


Sen.J. W. Fulbright, D-Ark., 


who floor-managed the treaty as 
chairman of the Foreign Rela- 
tions Committee, beat back all 
amendments handily when the 
agreement did come up for de- 
bate. 


The treaty carries two basic

zone Thursday, 


killing 18 South Vietnamese sol- 
diers and six U.S. Marines, ac- 
cording to battlefield reports re- 
ceived today. 


The first attack occurred be- 


fore dawn when 400 enemy 
troops stormed a South Viet- 
namese outpost with machine 
guns and small arms and killed 
or wounded nearly half of the 
150 defenders. 


Field reports said 18 govern- 


ment soldiers were killed and 55 
were wounded. Only four enemy 
soldiers were known to have 
been killed. The attack ctook 
place near Gio linn, near the 
eastern end of the DMZ. 


Later Thursday about 18 miles

clashed with North Vietnamese 
forces In a day-long battle.

ting In a nest of welfare recip- 
ients," he said. 


Clarke estimated that within a 


five-mile 
radius of Neon live 


perhaps 15,000 people and that 
possibly 80 per cent are on 
some form of state relief, which 
generally entitles them to a 
card giving free prescriptions. 


He also owns pharmacies at 


Jenkins, 
a larger 
town five 


miles from here, and In Letcher 
County near the Virginia line. 


The Jenkins pharmacy re- 


ceived $125,950 last year, third 
highest payment to a medical 
vendor. 


"I think Medlcald has been 


good to me and I think I've been 
good to It," Clarke said. 


"I feel I've helped people, and 


not only in filling prescriptions. 
I've treated them with kindness 
and compassion, I've talked to 
them about anything they want 
to talk about—and these people 
need to talk to someone." 


The welfare clients entering 


the small store are mostly old, 
often handicapped and general- 
ly talkative about seasonal mat- 
ters—the snow, planting crops 
and the like. 


Clarke said that even if he 


were unprincipled, tne Medicaid 
operation makes it Impossible 
for him to "take" the state for 
one extra cent. 


Tne forms are all neatly 


stacked in a room behind the 
front store portion: eye-tiring 
lists of the patient's medical as- 
sistance number plus numbers 
of the prescription and drug, 
date and quantity dispensed, the 
physician's license number, the 
cost of the drug and finally the 
professional fee. 


Each prescription fee aver* 


ages about $3 and thus the Neon 
pharmacy must fill some 200 
prescriptions every day.

Warnings, 
Nixon Says 
WASHINGTON (AP) - Pres- 


ident Nixon declared today that 
the Communists in Vietnam will 
get no further warning of any 
U.S. 
response to their offensive 


that "anything 
In the 
future 


that Is done will be done." 


He made the declaration at a 


news conference at which he 
also announced he had decided 
to go ahead with a modified ver- 
sion of the Sentinel anliballlstic 
(ABM) 
system. He called it a 


"safeguard" system. It would 
aim primarily at protecting U.S. 
missile bases, rather than cit- 
ies. 


The Nixon ABM proposal, un- 


veiled earlier in the morning at 
a White House meeting attended 
by leaders of Congress, could 
add to already existing contro- 
versy. Support and opposition 
were both reported at the meet- 
ing. 


On Vietnam, Nixon under- 


scored, but did not reissue, his 
March 4 statement that: "We 
will not tolerate a continuation 
of this kind of attack without 
some response that will be ap- 
propriate." 


Nixon said the Communists, 


not his administration, stepped 
up combat in Vietnam. He said 
any escalation of the war "has 
been the responsibility of the en- 
emy. 


"If the enemy de-escalates Its 


attacks, ours will go down," he 
said. 


His possible response to the 


Communist offensive was the 
first question raised at the news 
conference, and Nixon, In reply, 
recalled that his March 4 state- 
ment was widely Interpreted as 
a warning against continuing 
assaults on cities and bases. 


"It 
would be my policy as 


President to issue a warning 
only once, and I will not repeat 
it now," Nixon said. "Anything 
in the future that is done will 
be done, and .there will be no 
repeated warning." 


At the same time, Nixon said 


he believes there is "significant 
progress being made" toward 
private talks aimed at settle- 
ment of the conflict. 


"I trust there will be private 


talks," he said, "I think that's 
where this war will be settled, 
in private rather than In pub- 
lic."

dent Nixon announced today ap- 
proval of a "new concept" of 
missile defense aimed primarily 
at protecting American missile 
bases,

than 
cities,

statement for his noon news 
conference, 
Nixon said plans 


will be shifted to provide more 
protection for American missile 
facilities and less than original- 
ly envisioned for cities. 


"Although every instinct moti- 


vates me to provide the Ameri- 
can people with complete pro- 
tection against a major nuclear 
attack," Nixon said, "it is not 
now within our power to do so." 


But he added: "The safety of, 


our country requires that we 
should proceed now with the de- 
velopment and construction of 
the new system in a carefully 
phased program." 


"The 
Sentinel system ap- 


proved by the previous admin- 
istration provided more capabil- 
ities for the defense cities than 
the program I am recommend- 
ing," Nixon stated, "But It did 
not provide protection against 
some threats to our retaliatory 
forces 
which have developed 


subsequently."
